Mr. Dulles; 

a. Noted the item in the Log of 25 - 26 April concerning i'lr. Harriirian' s 
proposal and asked i-ir. Becker what action had been taken on this matter. 

Mr. Becker stated that he haa discussed this with Mr. Wisner and that he 

(Mr. Becker) intended to appoint I'ir. Amory from the "intelligence side" of the- 

Agency and that Mr. Wisner had undertaken to recommend one of his oeople from 

the "operations side" to represent CIA on the Coimnittee in o^uestion. 25X1 


c. Noted that he was attending a meeting of the Disarmaraent Panel at 
State today and asked if there was any objection to attempting to "smoke ceit" 
the extent of Soviet reariaament by publicizing what we knew as to the strength 
of Soviet and satellite ariaed forces. In this connection, Mr, Lulxes noteti 
that (l) we might even use "higher figures" than those we believe to oe sub- 
stantially correct j (2) the iritish had been giving some publicity to Soviet 
and satellite armed forces, particularly their Air Force. The Director suited 
that the Panel should do whatever it thinks best in this regard, ihr. Seeker 
noted that such publicity would tend to orepare psychologicalxy the NesteiVi 
peoples as to the extent of Soviet rearmament.
